As is known, Circuit Judge Hall 
yesterday dissolved a temporary 
restraining order, which had for 
severel months prevented the po- 
lice from interfering with the slot 
machines. Judge Hall, in revoking 
the order, said the slot machines 
constituted a temptation to children 
to gamble. 

Judge Calhoun in his instructions 
said: 

“There has just been brought to 
light, through the publication in the 
public press of a_ recent Circuit 
Court decision, a situation where it 
appears that the laws of this State 
in reference to gambling have been 
violated, and many children, as well 
as adults, have been the victims of 
these violations of our laws. 

Gambling Statutes Cited. 

“The Court, therefore, calls your 
attention to the laws of the State of 
Missouri in respect to gambDiing.”’ 

Sections of the statutes relating 
to the keeping of gaming devices and 
gaming houses were cited by 
Judge. co 

“The court, accordingly,” contin- 
ued Judge Calhoun, “directs you to 
make a searching investigation into 
the matter of this alleged gambling 
and where you are satisfied that the 
law has been violated, you will do 
do your duty as well as a service 
to the public, in putting a stop to 
such violation of the law by return- 
ing and finding indictments against 
the person or persons connected 
therewith.” 

Circuit Attorney Sidener expects 
to confer during the day with police 
officials on violations of the gam- 
bling laws in the use of slot ma- 
chines. 

Arrests Ordered By Police Chief. 

Chief of Police O’Brien yesterday 
ordered that all storekeepers be ar- 
rested if slot machines were found 
in their establishments after 7 a. m. 
today. Persons controlling the slot 
machines are reported to have vis- 
iteq stores and other places yester- 
day and removed coins from the ma- 
chines and later wagons were sent 
to collect the machines. 

Some of the machines are 
equipped with mint-vending devices 
which deliver a package of mint 
with each coin placed in the ma- 
chine. The Police Department is 
expecting an opinion from the City 
Counselor’s office as to whether 
these machines constitute a violation 
of law. 

Circuit Attorney Sidener said to- 

day that it. would establish a bad 
precedent if owners of the slot ma- 
chines were permitted to come. into 
the community, tie up enforcement 
of criminal laws with an injunction, 
and then remove their apparatus 
with the dissolution of the injunc- 
tion. 
He said his office would make ev- 
ery effort to prosecute all persons 
connected with the operation of slot 
machines, whether they be politi- 
cians or outsiders here only for the 
money. He said he would endeavor 
to ascertain the identity of the 
“higher-ups’’ and investigate their 
responsibility under the gambling 
laws.

That the shots were intended for 
“Jimmie” Hogan, whom the Egan- 
ites have made several attempts to 
“get,” the police say there is no 
doubt. Several persons have said 
that they saw Hogan on the side- 
walk when the shooting occurred 
and that he later ran away, holding 
his right arm as though he might 
have been wounded. 

“Jimmie” Hogan was marked for 
vengeance for the murder of Con- 
stable William T. Egan, former head 
of the Egan gang, and Egan’s fol- 
lowers were said to have remarked 
that the only way “Jimmie” Hogan 
could escape death was by serving 
the 15 years’ penitentiary sentence 
imposed for bank robbery, which the 
State Supreme Court set aside on a 
technicality. 

Hid From Egan Gang.

ABUNDANT RAIN BRINGS BETTER 
CORN CROP THAN EXPECTED 


Drop in Estimated Spring Wheat 
Yield, However, Is Reported 


by Agricultural Department. 
By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Abund- 
ance of rain in the corn belt this 
summer has resulted in a better‘corn 
crop than expected earlier in the 
season, but decreased threshing re- 
turns and the ravages of rust caused 
a drop in the estimated spring wheat 
crop, it is shown in crop estimates 
issued by the Department of Agri- 


culture. 

The forecast based upon the con- 
dition of the spring wheat was 221,- 
000,000 bushels, or about 4,000,000 


bushels less than estimated orn 
Aug. 1 by department experts. This 
brought the all wheat estimate to 
789,000,000 bushels, as compared 
with the previous figure of 793,- 
000,000 bushels. 

The corn crop was estimated at 
a yield of 3,.076,000,000, which ex- 
ceeds by 94,00,000 bushels the esti- 
mate based upon thea crop condition 
of Aug. 1, but oats showed a de- 
crease Of 4,000,000 bushels from Jast 
month’s estimate, being 1,312,- 
000,000 bushels against 1,316,000,000 
bushels. 

Other important crops showed 
only slight increases or decreases 
from a month ago. Those showing 
increases included wheat and sweet 
potatoes, tobacco, flax seed, hay 
and apples, while rice, barley, pea- 
nuts, peaches and grain sorghums 
were under Aug. 1 estimates.

Comments on Allegations That 
‘“Red”’ Forces Are Trying to 
Control Union Labor. 


Roger Wy. Baldwin, director of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, and 
a former St. Louisans, who was here 
today, issued a statement in  an- 


Swer to allegations made yesterday 
by the United Mine Workers of 
America, that “red forces, under the 


direct supervision of Moscow, are at- 
tempting to seize control of the or- 
ganized labor movement of America 
and to use it as a base from which 
to carry on the communist effort 
for the overthrow of the American 
Government.” Baldwin was men- 
tioned in the statement which said 
the Civil Liberties Union had pro- 
vided money to obtain the release of 
persons prevented, from delivering 
seditious speeches. 

Baldwin, who at one time was an 
instructor in sociology in Washing- 
ton University, said that “the latest 
discovery of an imminent revolution 
in the United States, dug up by the 
national office of the United Mine 
Workers, is the same old tine of 
bunk handed out by the National 
Civic Federation and other profes- 
sional patriots for the last four 
years. No one with good sense en- 
tertains the idea that the Govern- 
ment is about to be overthrown by 
Russian agents. 

“Stripped of its lurid color, all 
the attack charges is that there is 
a strong communist movement in 
the United States, working to get its 
views across in and out of the trade 
unions, and that its ultimate object 
is workers’ control of industry and 
government.”

Commission. Questions as to wheth- 
er the County Court expected to pay 
for the right-of-way from county 
funds were objected to by Taylor 
and the objections were sustained. 

Fulkerson admitted he was inter- 
ested in having the road cross his 
land, and admitted having given $500 
toward the cost of right-of-way over 
other land. He admitted calling 
Taylor on the matter, but said he did 
not expect Taylor to make a charge 
against him for his services. How- 
ever, he said, if Taylor sent a bill he 
would pay it. Taylor interposed 
that he would send no Dill.

Nature has shown great ingenuity. in giving ‘freedom of motion, with 
security from displacement of one or both bones. 
trouble in joints, ligaments—-made of touch but flexible material—are 
used in such a way as to act as perfect hinges. 

A displacement of the bone and its 
from the imclosure at the joint is called a “dislocation.’’ 


There can be no original dislo- | 


cation without tearing of one or 
more of the ligaments. On this 
accotnt an accident of this sort is 
always a painful thing. Pain is 


, the first sign of trouble. 


There are certain other symp 
toms which show that dislocation 
has taken place. For instance, the 
normal movement is impaired. Ei- 
ther the usual freedom of move- 
ment is reduced or the joint is al- 
most fixed. : 

The next sign is deformity. The 
ordinary appearance ef the joint is 
changed. When you compare it 
with the corresponding joint on the 
other side of ti. body it will be 
seen that something has gone 
wrong. 

The sooner a dislocated joint is 
seen by a doctor the easier will it 
be for him to restore the bone to 
its place. When fluid has escaped 
into the tissues and swelling has 
begun, replacement is difficuit. 

On general principles it is un- 
wise for amateurs to attempt to 
replace a disiocated joint UL sual- 
ly it is better to apply cold water 
and wait for the surgeon. The parts 
should be placed in the most com- 
fortable position which can be 
found and the cold applications 
continued till the doctor arrives.
